S.O. 593(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 8 of the Emblems and Names (Prevention of Im¬ 
proper Use) Act, 1950 (12 of 1950), the Central Government hereby directs the following amendment in the Schedule to the 
said Act, namely :— 

In the Schedule to the Emblems and Names (Prevention of Improper Use) Act, 1950, after serial number 22 and the 
entries relating thereto, the following shall be inserted, namely ;— 

"23. The emblem of the 'Auroville' consisting of two concentric circles; the inner circle is joined to the outer circle 
with five equidistant radial lines to form five petals; one of the radial lines is oriented vertically downwards. An inner dot is 
placed at the centre of the symbol. The petals may be shaded in orange or any other colour, or may be unshaded."
